of a blank, a theory haa been adraneed that he is a Sovlet agent« 

At best, the above atory seeas rather flimsy. It seems logieal 
to aasuioe that if the Subject «ere a Sovlet agent, hls legend 
would be midi ^better than the above« It may, on the othar haxid, 
be eountered that such a flimsy stozy Is glven purposely be cause, 
by its vozy flJjDslness, it could be conaidered as the truth and 
would therefore exonerate Sabjeet from belng an agent« Ihie, 
bovever, glves the Soviet Intelligence sexvice cäredit for ünease 
and Bophletication of läiixii they, in their tborooghness, are 
probably inei^able«
